EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 28.—The entire 
eastern part of the Cnited States 
simply clatters with gun making. 
Everyone has the bug. It's like the 
Holland tulip craze. 
While I was reading a newspaper 
in the hotel.drawing-room two mid- 
dle-aged men sat down near me. 
“Well.” said one of them, “we might 
as well get right down to facts and 
figures. I will give you $26.50 apiece 
for 1,000,000 rifles.” I couldn't hear 
the reply, but the talk turned to 
shrapnel and one of the men made 


an objecticn to the date of delivery. 
“Oh, hell.” said the first speaker, “T 
will guarantee to take perfectly green 
men and turn out the best kind of 
shrapnel in twenty days.“ 
Later in the day I was in a Fifth- 
avenue bank when an excited young 
man dashed in and said he had just 
closed a deal to sell a new type of 
war aeroplane to the British govern- 
ment. The new machine, he said, is 
intended to carry 900 pounds of explo- 
sive in a fast monoplane, which will 
be able to swoop down on the fast- 
est Zeppelin. 


tive of a machine shop located in 
Trenton. N. J., who offered 5 per 
cent. commission on all shrapnel or- 
ders that can be turned over to him. 
He has cohverted his machinery into 
war factories, but discovers that 
America is at last making mere am- 
munition than the allies can pay for. 
It seems that most of the shrapnel 
made in this country consist simply 
of the empty shell and the cap. The 
fuge-timing apparatus is made in Eu- 
rope. 
‘When in New England the other 
day I saw factories going up every- 
where for the manufacture of car- 
tridges. 

It became known In New York to- 
day that the allies are beginning ship- 
ments of war material about a month 
befcre they had planned. The Bethle- 
hem Steel Company has been send- 
ing 35,000 loaded three-inch shrapnel 
for the British feld artillery every 
day since last Monday. This average 
is expected to increase. 

The Dupont Powder Company ifs al- 
so delivering much raw explosive. 
The Stevens Arms Company, whose 
plant has been purchased by the 
Westinghouse Electric Company for 
the purpose of making the Lee-Met- 
ford rifies for the British army. is 
beginning tc make delivertes. 

Most of these perilous cargoes are 
delivered aboard vessels tiving in 
Gravesend Bay, about three miles off- 
shore. Every day huge lighters, fiving 
the red flag, which denotes that they 
earry explosives, can be seen going 
down the bay. The receiving vessels 
also hoist red flags to warn the ship- 
ping while cases of cordite. dynamite 
and melinite are taken on ard. 
Sometimes as many as three lighters 
are seen clustered about one loading 
ship. All the ammunition thus loaded 
is sent directly to the British troops 
in France. 

Inasmuch as most of this war ma- 
terial was not to have been ready 
for shipment until August it is as- 
sumed that some extraordinary crisis 
must be at hand.

ASHINGTON, June 28.—By agreement with the German 
Foreign Office, the State Department made public tonight the 
text of the note sent on June 24 by the United States, asking Ger- 
many to reconsider her refusal to settle by direct diplomatic negofia- 
tions, instead of by prize court proceedings, the claim presented on 
behalf of the captain and owners of the American ship William P. 
Frye, sunk with her cargo of wheat by the commerce raider Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich. Ambassador Gerard cabled that he had delivered “ 
the note last Saturday afternoon. 
The American government declares that inasmuch as Ger- 
many has admitted liability for the sinking of the Frye under the 
treaty of 1828, prize court proceedings are unnecessary and not 
binding upon the United States. 
Aside from the question of how the indemnity should be paid, 
the note brings out clearly the refusal of the United States to 
accept the contention that Germany has a right to stop the carry- 
ing of contraband by American ships “by the destruction of the 
contraband and the ship carrying it.

Cardinal Gasparri denies that Pope 
Benedict said, “It was under the pon- 
tificate of Piux X.“ when asked by 
M. Latapie if it was necessary to in- 
autre whether the neutrality of Bel- 
gium had been violated, but the sec- 
retary of state does not say what 
words that pontiff used. 

“But much graver is the confusion 
of M. Lataple when he speaks of the 
relations between the Holy See and 
Italy.” continued Cardinal Gasparri. 
“The following is the real opinion of 
the pontiff: 

“It is true that he wished Italy to 
remain outside the conflict upon re- 
ceiving concessions from Austria, be- 
cause he desired that Italy should not 
suffer the horrors of war, and he was 
preoccupied with the delicate position 
ef the church t Italy entered the 
conflict. War once declared, the 
church became entirely neutral. It 
has not in any way tried to prevent 
Catholics from doing their duty aec- 
cording to their consciences and it 
has done everything for the spiritual 
welfare of the soldiers. 

“The pontiff! recognizes that the 
Italian government has done every- 
thing possible to attenuate any diffi- 
culties that might arise between it 
and the Holy See. The Vatican's cor- 
respondence is not being touched. But 
that does not mean that the situation 
of the Holy See is normal. It does 
not intend to create embarrassment 
for the government. 

“The holy father much deplored 
the sinking of the Lasitania, but he 
could not pronounce directly on it 
because there was before him a ques- 
tion of fact regarding which each side 
makes different assertions 

“With regard to what concerns me 
personally 1 saw M. Lataple only a 
few minutes. In that time the diplo- 
matic relations between the Holy See 
and France were not mentioned. MX. 
Latapie would have done better had 
he maintained the promise he for- 
mally gave me. not to publish any- 
thing without previous authorization. 
But as that formal promise was not 
sufficient to preserve the Holy See 
from suc! deplorable indiscretions, M. 
Latapie wii! have the honor of being 
the last jour: ist to be received by 
the holy father uring the war. 

M. Latapie invented many grave 
assertions. You must remember that 
a phrase isolated trom the context 
cannot reproduce faithfully a thought, 
or what is worse, it gives a meaning 
entirely false. 

“For instance, take the quotation re- 
garding hostages in Berlin. What con- 
fusion! The Pontif® is made to mix 
the Jews of Galida, the Austrian 
priests of Cremona, and the Belgian 
prelates, all of which, according to M. 
Latapie, was covered in the allocution 
of January 22. 

“In regard to the Jews, it was in 

March that Austria-Hungary sent a 
protest to the Holy See. The protest 
Was not mentioned, as the Vatican 
could not condemn Russia on the sole 
affirmation of Austria-Hungary. The 
Pope was informed that Italy had 
taken some parish priests of the towns 
occupied as hostages but the Bishop 
of Cremona informed him that they 
were being treated with every regard. 
Indeed, the Pontiff furnished them 
with funds for masses.-The Pope knew 
all this perfectly. How, then, could he 
put them in a category with the Bel- 
gian and French hostages or with Jews 
of Russia? 
“With regard to Gen. Von Bissing, 
the German governor of Belgium, 
neither the Holy Father nor the sec- 
retary of state ever received a letter 
or a communication from him directly 
or indirectly. Thus the Pope could not 
refer to such a letter, and he did not. 
The letter was born in the fervid imag- 
ination of M. Latapie.”

TEXT OF THE NOTE. 

Here follows the text of the note, 
which is addressed by Secretary Lan- 
sing to Ambassador Gerard in Berlin: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
Washington, June 24, 1915. 
You are instructed to present the 


following note to the German Minister 
of Foreign Affairs: 

I have the honor to inform Your 
Excellency that I duly communicated 
to my government your note of the 
7th inst. on the subject of the claim 
Presented in my note of April 3, last. 
on behalf of the owners and captain 
of the American sailing vessel William 
P. Frye in consequence of her destruc- 
tion by the German auxiliary cruiser 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich. 

In reply, I am instructed by my gov- 
ernment to say that it has carefully 
considered the reasons given by the 
imperial German government for urg- 
ing that this claim should be 
upon Wy the German prize court in- 
stead of being settled by direct dip- 
lomatic discussion between the two 
governments, as proposed by the gov- 
ernment of the United States and that 
it regrets to find that it cannot concur 
in the conclusions reaghed by the 
imperial German government. 

As pointed out in my last note to 
you on this subject, dated April 39, 
the government of the United States 
has considered that the only question 
under discussion was the method 
which should be adopted for ascer- 
taining the amount of the indemnity 
to be paid under an admitted liability 
and it notes with surprise that in ad- 
dition to this question the imperial 
German government now desires to 

some questions as to the mean- 
ing and effect of the treaty etipula- 
tions under which it has admitted its 
liability. 

If the government of the United 
States correctly understands the posi- 
tion of the imperial German govern- 
ment as now presented, it is that the 
provisions of Article 13 of the treaty 
of 1799 between the United States 
and Prussia, which is continued in 
force by the treaty of 1828, justi- 
fied the commander of the Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich in sinking the William 
. Frye, although making the im- 
perial German government liable for 
the damages suffered en consequence, 
and that inasmuch as the treaty pro- 
vides no specific method for ascertain- 
ing the amount of indemnity to be 
paid, that question must be submitted 
to the German prize court for deter- 
mination. 

The government of the United 


find in the treaty stipulations men- 
tioned any justification for the ink 
ing of the Frye, and does not con- 
sider that the German prize curt 
has any jurisdiction over the question 
of the amount of indemnity to be paid 
by the imperial German government 
on account of its admitted HMability 
for the destruction of an American 
vessel on the high seas. 

You state in your note of the Tth 
inst. that Article 13 of the above 
mentioned treaty of 1799 “expressly 
reserves to the party at war the right 
to stop the carrying of contraband and 
to detain the contraband: it follows 
then that if this cannot be accepted 
in any other way, the stopping of the 
supply may in the extreme case be 
effected by the destruction of the 
— and of the ship carrying 
The governmet of the United States 
cannot concur in this conclusion. On 
the contrary, it holds that these treaty 
provisions do not authorize the de- 
struction of a neutral vessel in any 
circumstances. By its express terms 
the treaty prohibits even the deten- 
tion of a neutral vessel carrying con- 
traband if the master of the vessel is 
willing to surrender the contraband. 
Article 13 provides: “In the case sup- 
posed of a vessel stopped for articles 
of contraband, if the master of the 
vessel stopped will deliver out the 
goods supposed to be of contraband 
nature, he shall be admitted to do it, 
and the vessel shall not in that case 
be carried into any port, nor further 
detained, but shall be allowed to pro- 
ceed on her voyage.” 

In this case, the admitted facts show 
that pursuant to orders from the com- 
mander of the German cruiser the 
master of the Frye undertook to throw 
overboard the cargo of that vessel, 
but that before the work of delivering 
out the cargo was finished the vessel 
with the caggo was sunk by order of

that the crago was contraband, your 
contention that ‘the destruction of the 
vessel was justified by the provisions of 
Article 13 does not seem to be well 
founded. The government of the 
United States has not thought it 
necessary in the discuasion of this case 
to go into the question of the con- 
traband or noncontraband character 
of the cargo. The imperial German 
government has admitted that this 
question makes no difference so far 
as its liability for damages is con- 
cerned, and the result is the same so 
far as the justification for the sinking 
of the vessel is concerned. As shown 
above, if we assume that the cargo 
was contraband, the master of the 
Frye should have been allowed to de- 
liver it out and the vessel should have 
been allowed to proceed on her voyage. 
On the other hand, if we assume 
that the cargo was noncontraband, the 
destruction either of the cargo or the 
vessel could not be justified in the cir- 
cumstances of this case under any ac- 
cepted rule of international law. At- 
tention ts also called to the provisions 
of article 12 of the treaty of 1785 be- 
tween the United States and Pruasia. 
which, like article 13 of the treaty of 
1799, was continued in force by ar- 
ticle 12 of the treaty of 1828. So far as 
the provisions of article 12 of the 
treaty of 1785 apply to the question 
under consideration, they are as fol- 
lows: 


should be engaged in war with any 
other power, the free intercourse and 
commerce of the subjects or citizens 
of the party remaining neutral with 
the belligerent powers shall not be in- 
terrupted. On the contrary, in that 
case, as in full peace, the vessels of 
the neutral party may navigate freely 
to and from the ports and on the 
coasts of the belligerent parties, free 
vessels making free goods, in so much 
that things shall be adjusted free 
which shall be on board any vessel be- 
longing to the neutral party, although 
such things belong to an enemy of 
the other.” 

It seems clear to the government of 
the United States, therefore, that 
whether the cargo of the Frye is re- 
garded as contraband or as noncon- 
traband, the destruction of the vessel 
was, as stated in my previous com- 
munication on this subject, “a viola- 
tion of the obligations imposed upon 
the imperial German government un- 
der existing treaty stipulations be- 
tween the United States and Prussia.” 
For these reasons the government of 
the United States must disagree with 
the contention which it understands 
is now made by the imperial German 
government, that an American vessel 
carrying contraband may be destroyed 
without Hability or accountability be- 
yond the payment of such compensa- 
tion for damages as may be fixed by 
a German prize court.

Well, is not that exactly what every in- 
telligent American citizen—aend almost 
every American citizen is tntelligent—does? 
A voter does not become a supporter of the 
doctrine of protection because it is a car 
dinal principle of the Republican party. He 
or she cooperates with the Republican 
party because it favors protection. A Dem- 
ocrat is not a Democrat merely because 
that party is in favor of the resolutions of 
1798. He is a Democrat because he is as- 
sured that his own fad in finance, his folly 
in political philosophy, his individual asinin- 
ity will find welcome and shelter th that or- 
ganization of obstructionists. 

If ten or a hundred or a million men 
agree in opinion concerning the wisdom and 
desirability of a public measure, why in the 
name of common sense should they not 
maintain an organization to promote the 
adoption of that measure? 

What is really meant by nonpartisanship 
is non-organization. If organization is 
wrong or undesirable in politics, is it not 


and in business life? But bid the Baptists 
abandon immersion, and the Methodists 


and Episcopals tear up the liturgy, and the 
Catholics discontinue mass, and every 
Christian seek salvation according to a 
method of his own without counsel or com- 
panionship from other Christians and how 
much would Christianity gain by nonpaftt- 
sanship? 

If non-organization is desirable why not 
put an end to associations of Masons and 
Odd Fellows and Pythians and Elks and let 
many of the sick go untended and the hun- 
gry go unfed? 

If non-organization is desirable, of what 
use are Chambers of Commerce and Boards 
of Trade and manufacturers’ associations 
and the numerous industrial, artistic, lite 
rary and benevolent societies which exist in 
every city in the United States? 

No civic life is healthy without organiza- 
tion of the forces which compose it. Exsop’s 
fable of the sticks which when separated 
could be easily smashed, but which when 
tied together in a bundle were unbreakable, 
exhibits the wisdom and necessity of or- 
ganization in every branch of human effort. 

Nonpartisanship in California is the off- 
spring of Hiram Johnson's belated appre- 
ciation of the fact that he has had 
his day. He obtained the Governor- 
ship as a partisan Republican. He re 
tained it as a partisan Progressive. He 
notes—for he cannot help noting—that with- 
in the last few months the Progressive 
party has been utterly and irretrievably 
wrecked, and that his only possible chance 
of obtaining the Senatorial toga he covets 
is by disorganizing all parties, by making 
the race a scrub race, where, in the ab- 
sence of rules, an uncurried bronco may 
stand a chance to outrun a thoroughbred. 

If the nonpartisan law should be—as it 
probably will not be—approved by the vot- 
ers, we would be likely to have not a non- 
partisan election, but an all-partisan elec- 


adopt Eshlemanite tactics, He would say 
to a Republican voter: “I believe with you, 
my friend, that the only way to rehabill- 
tate our shattered industries will be to re- 
store the doctrine of protection.” He would 
say to a Democrat: “I stand by the prin- 
ciples of Thomas Jefferson and insist that 
the State is greater than the nation.” He 
would say to a prohibitionist: “I join you, 
my friend, in your denunciation of the de- 
mon rum.” He would say to the Socialist: 
“You are right in believing that the country 
is cursed with too many predatory capital- 
ists. Down with solvency. Will you take 
your whisky in a punch or a cocktail or 
just as God made it—straight ?”

COMMERCIAL. 


The excessive amount of cheap fruit 
on hand this, year has induced the av- 
erage housewife to make an extra 
quantity of preserves and jellies, with 
the consequent result that the sup- 
ply of jars and jar caps is steadily 
diminishing, especially the latter. The 
jobbers had not taken into considera- 
tion this contingency, and jar caps are 
liable to be at a premium in a few 
weeks. Reports from the pea-canning 
are to the effect that the 
crop will be fully utilized, as the sup- 
iply has been nicely adjusted to the 
demand this season. Last year the 
| acreage devoted to peas was too large, 
and the handling of the crop was un- 
satisfactory to all concerned. Profiting 
by this experience, the growers this 
year planted over 20,000 acres which 
had formerly been in peas to some 
other vegetable. 

The local ranch eges received in Los 
Angeles yesterday were poor and un- 
sftisfactory. As 4 result the arrival 
of a car of extra-fine Petaluma eggs 
caused an unprecedented rush on the 
part of the dealers, and the entire stock 
was sold out in a short time at a cent 
a dozen abeve wholesale price. Good 
nes will continue to go up if the 
market. changes at all 

Prices of the various fruits did not 
suffer any radical change Monday. Sat- 
suma, and Burbank plums were on the 
market, and sold for $1.50 and $1.25 a 
lug box. Other grades of plums were 
cheaper, and fell off in price from 15 to 
25 cents. Berries were plentiful, and 
almost all varieties wer eoered at 3 
cents a pound. A few Bartlett pears 
came in, and brought 7 cents a pound. 
Vewetable prices were about the same, 
with strawberry rhubarb quoted at 
but one price, $1.00 a box. 

Butter was the chief attraction on 
the Produce Exchange at the opening 
session of the week, and bidding was 
very lively on California extras.
